pM Was A richt FoR FREE SILVER 


. And the People Won It—The Farmers Sat- 
; isfled with the Platform and Will 
Work for the Nominee. 


Crixcixnatt, July 15.—[Special.]}—Campbell 
Wonéhe nomination for governor at Cleveland 
today ina walkover. None of the other can- 
didates were init. lt was the most complete 
and remarkable political triumph in the history 
of American politics. With the delegations 
from the two largest cities of the state arrayed 
Solidly against him, with the opposition of the 
most influential demovratic paper in the west 
unfavorabia to him, and all the influence of a 
bitter and determined opposition, he was nom- 
inated on the first ballot by a vote of 508 in a 
total vote of 705. 

IT WAS A FOREGONE CONCLUSION. 

To the knowing ones the renominatign was 
& foregone conclusion. He has made a most 
masterly campaign and has shown himself a 
very astute politician. Several weeks ago he 
stated that be would receive about 510 votes, 
and the result today shows how close to 
the actual! figures his estimate was. No con- 
vention ever held in this state has excited one 
half of the interest of this one. The repub- 
licans had nominated their leader, who had a 
‘worjd-wide reputation as the champion of 
protection, and the two parties fully realize 
that this is to bea battle royal between the 
two opposing ideas of taxation. 

In this city great crowds surrounded the 
bulletin boards and watched with breathless 
interest the report of the contest. It is un- 
deniable that there is much bitterness in the 
ranks. The work of healing up the wounds 
will be a difficult one, The determined an- 
tagonism of the Cincinnati democrats was the 
only thing that prevented the unanimous re- 
nomination of the governor, and if he can 
placate the soreheads in this city and county 
his re-election is assured. 

IT WAS A SILVER FIGHT. 

The struggle in the convention was not be- 
tween the Campbell and anti-Campbell men, 
but between the friends and opponents of the 
silver dollar. The democrats in this state who 
think that whatever Grover Cleveland says 


GOVERNOR CAMPBELL, 
should be accepted as gospel, without any 
question, made a determined fight against the 
free coinage plank in the platform. The cor- 
poration influence of the large cities was with 
them, and the threats of the national bankers 
and money lenders doubtless had some effect. 

The committee on resolutions stood 13 for 
free coinage and 8 against. It was known 
last night that the fight on this issue would be 
carried on to the floor of the convention. 
Among the delegates were many members of 
the Farmers’ Alliance who were instructed by 
those who sent them to insist on the free coin- 
age of sliver and a graduated income tax. It 
was all the more urgent that the democratic 
party should take some staud on these ques- 
tions in view of the silence of the republican 
party. 
{THE FARMERS WILL ELECT HIM. 

The people won, and the democratic state 
platform, as adopted by the convention, em- 
bodies two of the essential principles of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and the people’s party. 
The farmers in the convention were wild with 
joy. They boldly proclaimed that, no matter 
what Hamilton and Cuyahoga counties did 
with reference to supporting the nomination 
of Campbell, that they could elect him with 
the votes of the farmers of thestate. They 
asserted that the 25,000 democrats who were 
showing a disposition to votewith the new 
people’s party would now remain loyal, and 
would be reinforced by thousands of repub- 
lican farmers who thoroughly believed in the 
free coinage of silver and a graduated tax on 
incomes. : 

THE RATTLED DELEGATION. 

The position of Hamilton county was not 
anenviable one. When it wasmoved tomake 
the nomination of Campbell unanimous, the 
fifty-five of the fifty-nine delegates {who 
yoted against Campbell, voted no, and they 
were roundly hissed. They had previously 
been brought into odium by voting solidly 
against the majority report of the committee 
in favor of the free coinage of silver. 

It had been arranged by the Hamilton 
county crowd that they would withdraw from 
the convention when they found that Camp- 
bell had been nominated, but the fact that 
four of the delegation cast their 
votes for the governor, spoiled that 
little game, and they sat sullenly 
in their seats. Some of them refused abso- 
jutely to bolt, although about two-thirds of the 
crowd from this county left the hall after 
Campbell had been chosen. There was no 
formal bolt, but many of the delegation de- 
Jeare that they will not support Campbell, 
and several of the most influential have ane 
nounced their intention to cast their political

The vast music hall in which the convention 
oo was packed toits utmost long before 

6 hour of meeting arrived. The decorations 
consisted largely of the American colors, 
which draped the Ms oacwepe: galleries and boxes. 

Promptly at 10:30 o’clock Chairman Norton, 
of the state central committee, called the con- 
vention to order, and Rey. J. W. Campbell, 
of Cleveland, invoked the divine blessing. 
The Thurman Quartet Club, of gColumbus, 
sang, “The Welcome Meeting,” after which 
Chairman Norton opened the convention with 
a stirring address, and introduced Allen W. 
Thurman as temporary chairman, who made a 
ringing speech, 

Ex-Congressman Frank C. LeBlonde, of 
Mercer county, was selected as permanent 
chairman of the convention. He was en- 
thusiastically received. Chairman LeBlond’s 
speech was bright and to the point. He de- 
nounced the last republican congress for its 
bad legislation and its attempt to pass the 
iniquitous force bill, thereby perpetuating 
in power the party which, for a decade, has 
been representative of monopolies and the 
enemies of the people. [Ap lause. } 

General Armstrong, of Cleveland, moved

ThePlatform 

The democracy of Ohio,in convention assembled, 
hereby resolve that we most heartily endorse the 
honesty and economy of the administration of Gove 
ernor James E, Campbell,and commend the sixty 
ninth general assembly for its business qualifi- 
cations, economy and reform, and especially for 
having provided for a secret ballot, by which 
every voter in Ohio can cast his ballot in secret as 
he desires, and have his vote counted as cast, and 
we invite attention to the fact that the republican 
ayty, though hypocritically professing to favor a 
ree ballot and fair count, yet opposed and voted 
against the bill for providing fora freeand secret 
ballot,thus demonstrating 1ts professions to be in- 
sincere and for political effect only, and we cor- 
dially endorse and approve the act of the legisla- 
ture regulating the compensation of county oflfi- 
cers by providing for a fixed salary. 

We are opposed to all class legisiation and be- 
lieve in a tariff levied for the sole purpose of pro- 
ducing revenue sufficient to defray the legitimate 
expenses of the government, economically admin- 
istered. Weaccept the issue tendered to us by 
the republican party on the subject of tariff, as 
represented by the so-called McKinley tariff act, 
confident that the verdict of the people of Ohio 
will be recorded against the sae Sm policy of 
so-called protection, championed by the repub- 
lican party in the interest of favored classes 

ainst the masses, 
Ve tavor a graded income tax. 
We denounced the demonetization of silver in 
1873, by the party then in power, as an iniquitous 
alteration ot the money standard in favor of 
creditors and debtors, taxpayers and producers, 
and which, by shutting off one of the sources of 
supply of primary money, operates continually to 
increase the value of gold and depress prices 
hamper industry and disparage enterprise, an 
we demand the reinstatement of the constitu- 
tional standard of both goid and silver with the 
equal right of each to free and unlimited coinage. 
e denounce the republican billion-dollar con- 
ress, which by extravagant expenditure ex- 
lausted the surplus in the national treasury left 
there by the democratic administration and cre- 
ated a deficiency; which substituted despotic rule 
for free discussion in the house of representa- 
tives; and we congratulate the people on the de- 
feat of the odious force bill, demanded by the re- 

ublican president and championed by the repub- 
ican party for the purpose of perpetuating its 
rule by perverting the constitutional powers of 
the government, destroying free elections, and 
lacing the ballot box in the hands of unscrupu- 
ous partisans,in order,as declared by Speaker 
Reed, to register voters, supervise elec- 
tions, count ballots and declare the result. 
We are opposed to the enactment of 
alllaws which unnecessarily interfere with the 
habits and customs of any of our people which 
are not offensive to the moral sentiments of the 
civilized world, and we believe that the personal 
right of individuals should be curtailed only 
when it is essential to the maintenance of the 
peace, good order and welfare of the community. 

We favor the passage of such laws by the gen- 
eral assembly as will give us a system for the gov- 
ernment of our municipal cities unifrom through- 
out the state as the constitution requires, in 
which executive and legislative power shall be 
separated, the former to be lodged in the mayor 
and the latter in the council, both to be elected by 
the people, thereby realizing the principle of 
home rule, safe from the dangers and evils of 
special legislation. 

We favor closer commercial relations with our 
Canadian neighbors and the removal of the em- 
barrassing and annoying restrictions which only 
vex our people without.yielding substantial reve- 
nue to the government, : 

We favor liberal and just pensions to deserving 
and disabled soldiers and sailors who fought for 
the maintenance of the government, and like pen- 
sions to their widows and orphans. 

The persecution of the Jewish people by the 
Russian government justly deserves and receives 
our unqualified censure, We extend to them our 
sincere sympathies and believe that this govern- 
ment, in connection with the enlightened govern- 
ments of{Europe disposed to unite with us, should 
take proper steps to alleviate the wrongs inflicted 
on this long-suffering and oppressed people. 

Following is the minority report: 

The undersigned mempers of the committee on 
resctutions recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution as a substitute for the plank in 
the platform on the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver; , 

“We believe in honest money, the coinage of 
gold and silver, and a circulating medium 
convertible into such money without loss, and 
we oppose all legislation which tends to drive 
either gold or silver out of circulation, and we 
believe in maintaining the coinage of both 
metals on a parity. | ; 

“We also recommend that the resolution declar- 
ing for a graduated tax on incomes be stricken 
trom the platform.”

Lawrence T. Neal. of Ross county.

There was one wild, enthusiastic, deafening 
cheer of applause when General Michael 
Ryan, of Cincinnati, rose to nominate Gov- 
ernor Campbell. Hats were flung in the air, 
hankerchiefs waved and umbrellas swung 
in time to the wild acciaim of en- 
thusiasm which swept over the convention. 

After John A. Richie, of Lucas county, had 
seconded Campbell’s nomination, and A. R. 
Bolin, of Pickaway county, seconded Neal’s

“IT introduce your present and future gov- 
ernor,’’ said the chairman, briefly, and Gove 
ernor Campbell stepped to the front, 

The Governor’s Speech. 

The governor briefly reviewed and defended 
the administration of state affairs during the 
past eighteen months, and then proceeded to 
say: 

The electors of Ohio have other reasons for 
voting with us this year besides such as solely afr 
fect this state. The battle before us 1s essen 
a national one. Not only is this true because the 
result must eetoens affect next year’s federal 
elections, but‘Aalso because the republicans of Oh 
have unreservedly identified themselves wi 
every phase of the iniquitous legislation accom- 
ogee. or attempted, by the fifty-first congress, 

n their platform they have reaffirmed their 
adherence to the infamous foree bill+ 
the republican lost cause—a measure 
80 obviously designed to eee coe 
elections that republican senators, unwilling t 
violate their consciences and their oaths, refused 
to inflict it upon the country .The republican party 
of Olio appears as the defender of that arbitrary 
disregard of minority rights which disgraced the 
last house of representatives. It upholds the 
fraudulent unseating of lawfully elected mem- 
bers; the steal of Montana by the senate; and all 
other high-handed outrages by which that ,party 
has sought to perpetuate its power against the 
wishes of the people. 

It represents reckless extravagance and as- 
Sees profligacy which have dissipated the 
splendid democratic surplus; forced the extem- 
sion of national bonds; and compelled an O 
secretary ot the treasury to resort to tricks

The tariff of today isat the rate of 574% per cent; 
the tariff of Washington was 7% per cent; the 
protection sought by Clay was. for the benefit of 
‘infant’ industries ; the tariff today increases pro- 
tection upon industries which have been coddied 
for more than ninety years; the protection of 
Garfield, to quote his own words, “That kind. of 
protection which leads to ultimate free trade,” 

Let the republicans of Ohio, who have not gone 
mad on protection, come over this year and start 
with us upon the backward march toward the 
tariff of Washington, or, better yet, enroll 
themselves under a banner inscribed with those 
Ss words of Garfield. 

Let-the well-meaning men training under the 
names of ‘“‘Farmers’ Alliance” or of “people’s 
peety. "aes who seek to remedy the real grievances 

rought about by republican legislation,re ber 
that no third party can succeed; but that with us, 
and as a part of us, they can help to swell the 
joyous hossana that will peal to heaven from the 
tax-burdened people of the entire country when 
the glad tidings go forth next November that we 
are yet in possession of the old republican citadel, 
now the democratic buckeye state.

PROVES TO BE A YOUNG AND BEAU- 
TIFUL WOMAN 


WHO MANAGES THE BUSINESS ADMIRABLY 


The Secretary’s Preference to Be Under Fe- 
male Guaidance—Who It Is that Sends 
Out Daily Reports. 


New York, July 15.--[Special.}—A staff 
correspondent of The Evening San, who was 
sent to Bar Harbor to learn the exact physical 
and mental condition of Secretary Biaine, 
today wired his paper the following: 

Mr. Blaine has always been fond of being 
managed by a woman. For years Gail Hamil- 
ton was his right-hand man and manager, and 
she dipped her pen in vitriol for his enemies 
and in honey for himself. Just why the 
redoubtable Gail, who certainly rendered him 
most efficient service, has been deposed, 
nobody knows. But she has, and her successor 
is now playing fast and loose with the repub- 
lican party alloverthe country. Sheis getting 
up a boom for Blaine, itis said. This woman 
has the advantage over Gailin some things. 
She may not be so tormentably smart as that 
doughty warrior, but she’s young and she’s 
pretty—two things that noone ever laid to 
the charge of Gail Hamilton. 

A YOUNG GIERL’S WORK. 

The favorable reports as to Blaine’s health, 
that have proceeded from Bar Harbor ever 
since the secretary’s arrival here, have been 
such as have bewildered even the minds of the 
faithful, Those reports, it is now said, had all 
been sent out for a purpose. Those reports 
have come straight from Stanwood, and are 
authentic. 

It now transpires that the one responsible for 
them allisa young and beautiful girl about 
nineteen years old, who has handled the Asso- 
ciated Press work in different parts of the 
country under the name of a man, and has 
been a silent mover and detective worker in 
different political situations for four or five 
years. Her name is Margherita Arlina Hamm. 
She is of French and Spanish descent, speaks 
three languages fluently and has been writing 
in American and French magazines and news- 
papers since she was twelve years old. She is 
taken up here by all the leading society people 
and is a special protege of Mrs. W. C. Whit- 
ney and Mrs, George Kidd, of New York. 

HOW SHE SENT OUT REPORTS. 

Her grandfather was General Pierre Hamm, 
of Canada, who was & great leader Of the 
liberals in Canada about forty years ago and 
who wrote a history of Canada. Just how 
her first} managerial connection with the 
Blaine boom was made is not certainly known. 
Certain it is that she dined at Stanwood and 
then went down to the telegraph office and 
wrote out her telegram. It is now certain 
that all the favorable reports about Blaine’s 
condition have been sent over the country by 
her. At any rate, her connection with it is 
not to be doubted and much interest is felt 
everywhere in the political aspect of the 
affair. 

Second only to Blaine himself, Miss Hamm 
is the most talked-about person at present at 
Bar Harbor. Meanwhile she handles the 
Blaine boom for.thirty papers here, as it suits 


WHAT BLAINE’S PHYSICIAN SAYS. 

Dr. J. Madison Taylor, Secretary Blaine’s 
physician, made the following statement this 
morning: 

“Mr. Blaine is nota young man now. He 
has been a very sick man. He has been 
suffering from nervous prostration, 
brought on by overwork, and his symp- 
toms have caused him to become 
alarmed. But there is no danger of paralysis. 
The effect of any unforeseen mental strain or 
excitement might be disastrous, but too much 
stress should not be laid upon that. So far as 
I can see now, Mr. Blaine is improving, and it 
isonly a question of time with him. If his 
health should be again fully restored he ought 
to be able to stand a great deal without dan- 
ger. Itmay bethree orfour months before 
Mr. Blaine can be called a well man, but I do 
not care toexpress any opinion on that. He 
is better today, and is improving, considering 
the various phases of the care. Isee no rea- 
son why he should not be well by fall. He 
seems to have lost confidence in himself, and 
wants somebody near him, particularly his 
physician. This morning, however, Mr. 
Blaine commented himself upon his improve- 
ment. I consider this a very encouraging 
sign.” ~ 

What a Reporter Says. 

Boston, July 15.—A reporter of The Boston 
Traveller secured an interview with Mr. Blaine 
at Bar Harbor yesterday, and his report pub- 
lished this evening bears out the previous 
statements to the effect that the secretary of 
state has simply been suffering from overwork 
and nervous trouble, and that he is rapidly re- 
covering.

He eats 
everything j he likes, barring pastry, weighs 
183 pounds, his normal weight; takes a great 
deal of exercise, and transacts the routine of 
the state department, dictating and signing 
letters. He takes absolutely no medicine. So 
firmly convinced are Mr. Blaine and family of 
his permanent recovery that September 24th or 
25th has been set as the date when he will re- 
turn to Washington to assume the full and 
active duties of his department again.

Compendiously stated, American ports from 
which the service is to start are: 
Boston, New York, Port Tampa (with service 
from Mobile), New Orleans, Galveston, 
Francisco, Seattle and Tacoma. Absolutely 
new service for American ships is invited for 
trans-Atlantic linesfrom New York, Boston 
and Baltimore; line to Buenos Ayres from New 
York and one from Philadelphia; line from 
Port Tampa to Venezuela and to the east 
coast of South America. 

A line to the same ports is projected from 
New Orleans and from Galveston, and a new 
line from New Orleans to Aspenwall, — 
at ports on the coast of Central America, an 

rts on the Spanish Main. A new line on the 

acific coast from San Francisco to Chile and 
to the west coast of South America is pro- 
posed, and a new line from Seattle or Tacoma 
to China and Japan; also a new line from 
San Francisco to Melbourne. Provision has 
been made to secure quicker service » ews the 
old lines, reducing the time by one-fourth to 
Panama, and as much as six 
days between Panama and San Fran- 
cisco. The service between New York 
and Brazil is to be reduced to nineteen days, 
instead of twenty-five and upwards, as now. 
Service elsewhere is reduced to & minimum 
by requiring new ships, and, instead of, an 
irreguiar and infrequent service om many 
routes, a much more frequent and absolutely 
regular service will be insisted on. 

From the conferences that have taken place 
there is said to be good reason to t that 
@ certain service will be put on speedily. This 
new service, in connection with the en 
ment of the old, will require the building of a 
number of ships—probably not less than five 
of the first class, seventeen of the second 
class, five of the third class and four ol 
the fourth class, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 154,000 tons, and at a _ probabie 
cost of from twenty.seven million to thirty 
million dollars. 

Newport News or Norfolk has been chosen 
as the best point for the upper southern coast, 
and Port Tampa (starting at Mobile), New Or- 
leans and Galveston asthe best ports for the 
lower southern coast. While a small part of 
the service can be put on immediately, it will 
require the whole term of three years to put on 
many of the larger ships.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 15.—The suicide 
of Judge J. A. Warder last night has created 
a sensation throughout the state. Since the 
death of his son-in-law, the result of a family 
quarrel, in which his son-in-law, Simpson 
Fugette, was shot and killed, Judge Warder’s 
daughter wounded, and he himself seriously 
hurt, he has been attacked with melancholia, 
and his mind has been in a very unsettled 
condition. Since his release from confinement 
on account of his wound ‘he has been residing 
on Lookout Mountain with his wife and 
mother. 5 

Yesterday,upon the advice of his mother, he 
went to the city in order to be relieved of the 
monotony of rural life. By some’ unknown 
Last night at midnight after saying his prayers 
in the presence of his mother and bidding her 
an affectionate goodbye, he placed the revol- 
ver to his temple and fired, the ball entering 
his brain and causing death in about two ‘ 
hours. ' 

Warder, before the unfortunate tragedy in 
which he killed Fugette, his son-in-law, was 
one of the most prominent politicians in the 
state, and at one time mentioned asa re- 
publican nominee for governor. He served 
for a time on the supreme bench of the state. 
He was attorney of the city of Chattanooga up 
to last night, when his resignation was ac- 
cepted by the city council.

BOUGHT FROM TRUSTS. 

The wheat producer of Iowa comes in com- 
petition with the Ryot wheat growers of India, 
who are slaves chained to the land, workin 
for 124 cents a day and living on cranked 
wheat and rice exclusively, wearing no gar- 
ment but a cotton slip; sleeping on the floor of 
their bamboo homes, which are in trees, ten 
or twelve feet from the ground and reached by 
a ladder. The speaker commented on the 
various trusts, even to the coffin, trust, and 
said that-these trusts were skinning demo- 
crats, republicans and greenbackers with scru- 
pulous impartiality. 

Once he asked a Dutchman what his politics 
were. 

The reply was: “My politics is 50 cents a 
bushel for my corn and swei glass lager beer 
for 5 cents—I mean business.” 

This world, said General Weaver, was made 
up very largely of ‘*business’’ of the same sort. 

He said that the tax on tea that raised such 
aracketin Boston harbor wasa mere baga- 
telle compared to what the people now suffer 
from trusts. 

THE CONTRACTED CURRENCY. 


The speaker made a very powerful arraign- 
ment of the republicans for their contraction 
laws following the war. Atthe close of the 
war there were 25,000,000 people in the north- 
ern states and 12,000,000 in the southern states. 
The money whichthe north had been using 
had tofiowin part tothe south, leaving a 
shrinkage there, and the government called in 
a large part of its money and burnedit up 
and substituted interest-bearing bonds. Times 
got harder and harder until the people could 
stand it no longer, and the panic of 1873 fol- 
lowed, which the people said lasted six years 
but from which the country had really never 
recovered.

And yet, said General Weaver, some peo- 
ple are asking what is the matter.

of this country a severer test of the devotion - 


and loyalty of men toa party than was seen 
in 1890, and yet inno instance did the alli- 
ance hold a convention where it had not pledged 
itself to abide the result. There were third 
parties, but the alliance did not start them. 

Colonel Polk turned tothe reporters and 
asked that the following words of his speech 
be quoted verbatim: 

“Tt there isa third party established in the 
south it will be due to the domineering, pro- 
scriptive and intolerant spirit of so-called 
democratic leaders.’’ 

This utterance was cheered again and again. 

Colonel Polk continued: “I have been a 
consistent democrat ever since the war. We 
do not want to interfere with party lines, but 
we do want and we intend to have, by the 
help of God—justice! [Applause.] And if 
wecannjot get it inside the parties as they 
exist, the alliancemen will no more hesitate to 
wipe them out of existence than they would 
to wave their hands. We may as well under- 
stand each other on this question. We demand 
—s is equitable, and we will take nothing 
ess.’ 

Colonel Polk predicted that those who lived 
till 1896 would see the old Mason.and Dixon 
line shifted so as to divide the eastern part of 
the country from the southern and western, 
and that the south and west would be united 
in fighting the plutocracy ofthe east. He said 
the alliance flag was in his hands, and 
he intended to carry. it to the 
front. . The enemies of the order attacked the 
subtreasury because they thought it was the 
weakest point in their order. When General 
Grant sprang his mine the bodies of his own 
men filled the crator. He predicted a like 
fate for enemies of the order, and mentioned 
John Sherman and Grover Cleveland as 
among those who would be left on the plutoc- 
racy side of the Mason and Dixon line. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Polk’s address 
Colonel Livingston announced that there 
would be an hour’s recess for dinner, and after 
dinner Hon. Jerry Simpson would speak. 
Colonel Livingston said that a banker once 
asked Mr. Simpson why he did not tell the 
farmers of his state to raise less wheat. Mr, 
Simpson replied that he had come out to tell 
them to raise more h—1. 

(Jerry Simpson. 

After the dinner hour Colonel] Livingston 
introduced Mr. Simpson, who began his ad- 
dress by stating the facts regarding his own 
election. ' 

His district is 250 miles long and 125 miles 
wide, and heretofore has been strongly repub- 
lican. The man who opposed him had a 
strong financial backing, while Mr. Simpson 
had nothing. Mr. Simpson won on the issue, 
and he said that a similar victory could be 
wonin almost any other district. He dis- 
cussed the existing financial system, and 
called attention to the rapid concentration of 
landinthe hands of the few. He said he 
did not know that it would be necessary 
to form a third party, but if it was 
necessary the people of Georgia and Kansas 
would not hesitate to act together. He said 
that there was onestatesman out of a job (Mr. 
Ingalls), and he hoped his tribe would increase. 
He wanted to add another—Uncle Ben, and 
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probably Grover Cleveland and Reed. He 
wanted the alliancemen to send contributions 
to help the fight’ in Ohio, and both the old 
parties could be buried out of sight. He told the 
story of two men who went tosleep beside a 
railroad track. They had never seen a train. 
The lightning express comes by and one 
man waked up the other, exclaiming: 
‘‘Wake up, Pat, they’re moving h—l, and the 
first load has just gone by.” The alliance was 
moving h—1l and the first load was Ingalls. 
He had been thrown in the bloody chasm. 

Mr. Simpson said the third party train 
would stop next February for passengers to 
geton. He said he did not intend to go into 
either a democratic or republican caucus, and 
that he was in the war to stay. 

Mr. Small Speaks. 


Rey. Sam Small was called for, and made a. 


short address. He said he was not one of the 
old original one-gallus ajliancemen, but was 
willing tobe. He told Mr. Simpson that he 
would get on the third party train when it 
stopped in February. As to being a farmer, 
he claimed to have sprung from farming an- 
cestry. A fellow once made a similar claim, 
and said he was born between two rows of 
corn, and a voice in the crowd shouted: 

“A punkin, by G—d!” 

Mr. Small said that thirteen years ago he 
advocated the very doctrines that are now so 
very popular. He referred to the part he took 
in the Greenback campaign. He said a 
man might as well try to wipe the rocky 
mountains from the face of the continent with 
a school boy’s sponge as to try to stop the alli- 
ance movement. - 


At the conclusion of Mr. Small’s address 


there were loud calls for Colonel Livingston. 
The rainstorm was just coming up, however, 
and the colonel could not speak. The im- 
mense crowd dispersed, greatly pleased with 
the events of the day. 
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TOM WATSON SPEAKS. 


HE DELIVERS ANINTERESTING AD- 
DRESS AT THE CAPITOL. 


Congressmen Moses and Winn Also Make 
Short Speeches—Sam Small Responds 
to Loud Calls. 


Last night the alliance rally was wound up 
in grand style by speeches from distinguished 
alliancemen at the capitol. 

Tom Watson, congressman-elect from the 
tenth; Hon. Thomas E. Winn, of the ninth, 
and Hon. Charles L. Moses, of the fourth, 
were the speakers. 

The representative hall and galleries were 
packed by members of the legislature and 
alliancemen who wanted to hear the speak- 
ing. 

Senator C. H. Ellington was, on motion, 
elected chairman of the meeting. 

He called the mecting to order, and intro- 
duced with afew appropriate remarks Con- 
gressman Winn, of the ninth, who was the 
first speaker. 

Congressman Winn Speaks. 

Mr. Winn began by saying that he was no 
public speaker and had no intention of speak- 
ing on this occasion. 

He said he had been a farmer all his life, 
with the exception of a few years of his young 
manhood, which he spent in the practice of 
law. He had never taken much interest in 
politics until this great industrial movement 
was started, and he had been a member of the 
alliance since its first organization in his 
county. ‘In all his life he had never voted 
anything other than the democratic ticket 
and was nominated and elected as a democrat. 
He was a democrat, and at the same time 
an allianceman, and he believed that there 
was nothing in alliance principles inconsistent 
with the purest Jeffersonian democracy. 

He was squarelyon the St. Louis platform 
declaring in favor of the subtreasury. 

The alliance demanded the abolition of the 
national banking system. He ussed the 
system at length, and gave the reasons why 
the alliance wanted the system abolished. At 
this juncture a man in the gallery suggested 
that he sit down and let the farmers be heard, 
but Mr. Winn continued until he bad finished 
his speech. 

Congressman Moses. 

The next speaker was Congressman Charles 
L. Moses. He wasintroduced by Hon. J. B. 
Hunnicutt as his ‘‘fellow farmer whose farm 
lay side by side with his, and we have been 
trying to see which one could beat farming.”’ 

Mr. Moses made a telling speech, which 
completely captured his audience. 

‘This is the first time I ever stood before 
the legislature of Georgia,’’ he said, ‘‘and I 
appreciate the honor. I have never been @ 
legislator and I am glad of it. 

“And though I have not been a legisiator,”’ 
Mr. Moses continued, ‘‘I have read the history 
of the human race. In studying the history of 
the human race every lover of his race 
must blush. It is one black record from 
beginning toend. Every privilege or liberty 
you have obtained has been done by your 
drawn swords, backed by your stout hearts. 
American government so far has been a gi- 
gantic failure. We have no government for 
the people and by the people; and this isthe 
great moving cause that has called this great 
movement into existence. 

‘‘Alfew years ago the papers proved that the 
farmers were getting enormously rich. They 
had it proved. The facts were all right, but 
when the old farmer went home to look about 
tosee where he had invested that wealth. 
Not in fine clothing, norin education, nor in 
increasing his farm. Then where had the 
profits gone. The old man went sadly back to 
the papers, and said: ‘“There’s some mistake. 
never got all that money. You must open 
‘be books again, In spite of all this array of 
figures the fact remains, the farmer has not 
prospered. A farmer cannot grow cotton at 
7 cents per pound and get to heaven. 

‘‘There’s something wrong. We believe the 
subtreasury contains the remedy. I took two 
bales of cotton to Newnan, and went to Char- 
lie Parrott, who runs the bank there, and he 
advanced me $90 on the cotton. He knew 
that cotton is good collateral, and if the United 
States can’t afford tolend money on cotton, 
it's not as big a thing as Charlie Parrottis. If 
the government will issue $45 on every bale of 
cdtton, it will put Europe and _ the 
world on notice that they can’t get a bale of 
cotton for less than $45.”’ 

“Tell us about the Georgia school teacher— 
they tell me you used to be a kind of jackleg 
teacher yourself?’’ asked somebody in’ the 
audience. 

“Yes,’’ replied Colonel Moses, “‘the logic of 
itis this: In order to have good schools you 
must have good teachers and to get good 
teachers you must pay them.” 

The man got up again and wanted some- 
thing elise explained. 

“JT can’t hear him,’’ said Colonel Moses, 
“but I am like the young fellow we had up in 
our church for getting drunk. ‘Yes,’ said he, 
‘I have been drunk andif I have done any- 
thing wrong I am willing to be forgiven.’ 

“T don’t care if Ben Hill did say that we 
were in our fathers’ house. We have never 
been back, we have always feasted on the 
crumbs. * * * : 

“Tf you go into the third party now it will 
be your destruction and this fact makes certain 
politicians anxious to get you to join 
such a movement. We do not belong to the 
democratic party,’’ he concluded ; ‘‘it belongs 
to us, and we will make it do what we want 
it to.” 

. Tom Watson Speaks. 

Congressman Tom Watson was then intro- 
duced, and was greeted with great applause. 

He said thatin following two such distin- 
guished speakers as those who had preceded 
him he was leftin the fix of the little boy 
whose father was a voracious eater. The 
little boy -had a habit of always 
hanging around the table after eating, and his 
father said to him, one day: ‘Sonny, when I 
am through eating I always leave the table,’ 

‘* "Yes, daddy,’ the youngster replied, ‘but 
that’s all you do leave.’ 

‘And, after the speeches of Colonel Moses 
and Colonel Winn, there is nothing left for 
me to say.”’ 

Colonel Watson said he had never been an 
office seeker and had never held public office 
but once, having been in the legislature. He 
had, in an evil hour, been a presidential 
elector on the same ticket with John Temple 
Graves, “‘and I’ve never recovered from it— 
Graves was sougly. I was a handsome man 
before, but my changed appearance has se- 
riously bothered my wife. She married me 
solely for my good looks.” 

“The laughter and applause which greeted 
that sally goes without saying. 

The politicians, he said, had discovered that 
he wanted to be governor or United States 
senator. To be governor of Georgia was to 
hold one of the driest clerical positions imagi- 
nable, and the senators from Georgia are too 
healthy to think of succeeding them—just 


now. 

“We are.in the midst of a great crisis. The 
warison. Whatisthe situation? We have 
before us three or four platforms, We have 
the republican platform, the democratic plat- 
form, and the Ocala platform. I say here and 
now that the Ocala platform is the best of the 
three. Itis the only one that breathes the

Can Georgia’s votes be delivered to 
him? 

“Cleveland is a gold bug, and says so 
honestly.

Watson.. “I am inclined to believe that By

‘“Who has ever bolted a democratic conven- 
tion, eg the politicians? In South Caro- 
lina, who bolted? Who bolted in the seventh 
district? Who took up Parson Felton and 
tried to defeat the regular nominee because he 
was an allianceman? Let third party talk take 
care of itself. I have none of it to do, but my 
highest duty is to stand by what 
I think is right. What is right? 
We are in favor of the repeal 
of the national banking system,in favor of free 
silver, railroad control, and I believe that the 
necessaries of life should not be taxed. I wish 
I had time to show you how constitutional our 
plan is. Thetight is on. You are fighting 
nobody. It is other people fighting you. The 
only way the democratic party can hold the 
love of the people is to give them considera- 
tion.

The Rain Fell, the Wind Blew and the 
Temperature Dropped. 


Seldom does Atlanta experience such a 
heavy rainfall as theone yesterday, 

And the storms of that kind that one wishes 
to see are very few. 

At exactly 3:55 o’clock the clouds darkened 
and large drops began to fall. In two minutes 
the storm burst in all its fury and for fullya 
half hour few ventured from their doors. 

In thirty minutes, from 3:57 o’ciock to 4:28 
o’clock, the raiufall was 1:08 inches. 

» The wind in the meanwhile 

was blowing at an exceedingly strong velocity. 

It started from the southwest at thirty miles 

an hour; then moved to the west, at thirty- 

eight; to the northwest, at thirty-nine; finally 

it blow forty-two miles from the north for 
‘fully twenty minutes. 

The fall of temperature during that time 
“was remarkable. From 4:10 o’clock to 4:15 
it dropped from 90 to 62—making a fall of 28 

- degrees in just five minutes. 

In but two or three other stations in Geor- 
gia was the rainfall heavy. 

The storm was local, and was caused by the 
generation of heat in sections of the state.

The most of it 
will have to be rebuilt. Theinjury to the 
place, all told, will foot up $1,000.

Were Ruined. ) 

Brunswicx, Ga. July 15.—[{Special.}]— 
Among the passengers on the Brunswick and 
Western train today, was a man who, though 
in rags, attracted thé attention of the passen- 
gers, and every one in the city who met him. 
His clothing was soiled and threadbare, but 
his proud bearing and easy manners pro- 
claimed the gentleman—a man accustomed to 
command. 

Getting off the train, he walked to the 
Ocean house. He sat in the office for some 
time without speaking to any one, and it was 
late in the evening before he spoke to any 
one connected with the hotel. Finally he 
inquired of the clerk the price of a meal, who 
gave him the desired information, and the 
stranger, bowing respectfully, retired and 
went back to his seat near the writ- 
ing desk. Your correspondent was pres- 
ent at ‘the time, and impressed by 
the appearance of the stranger, intro- 
duced himself. The man gave his name 
as Jyppanoff, and after a lengthy convorsation 
he toldin broken English the story of his 
troubles. Hesaid that he wita member of 
one of Russia’s noblest families, that he had 
once enjoyed the favor of his prince, the pres- 
ent sovereign cf Russia, and had held a com- 
mission as colonel in the Russian army; that 
his affection fora woman whose father was a 
suspect, and his frequent visits to her home 
had attracted the attention of the police; that 
be was arrested, disgraced and banished to Si- 
beria. After spending months among the po- 
litical exiles of Russia’s frozen prison, he.man- 
aged, through friends, to escape. He landed 
at San Francisco about a year ago, and since 
that time has been working his way towards 
the Atlantic.

NEXT SEPTEMBER. 


Will Certainly Go the Hemp Route. 
General News from Augusta. 


Aveusta, Ga., July 15.—[{Special.}—Frank 
Danforth will be hanged in private on Fri- 
day, September 4th, between the hours of 12 
m.and2p.m. Sentence was passed by Judge 
H.C. Roney in the superior court at 10:30 
o’clock this morning. 

In pronouncing the decree of the court, the 
judge addrossed the prisoner as follows: 

“The solemn duty is imposed upon me of pass- 
ing on your sentence of death. You have been 
accorded a fair trial. Your lawyers were able, 
and did theirfull duty. The jury trying your 
case were able, fair-minded and impartial men. 
They, after due deliberation, found you 
guilty, and nothing is left but for mo 
to pass upon you the sentence of death.-I 
need hardly say that the crime you committed 
was a horrible one. You took the life of your 
victim without warning, and now the strong 
arm of the law has decided that you must suffer 
for that crime, I have placed the day of execu- 
tion as far off as consistent with law to give you 
time to go before a higher tribuffal than this 
court to plead your case, and there to ask for 
mercy. I commend you to the all wise God, 
who is able tosave your soul. Goto Him in 
prayer, and it may be that He will pardon you 
of the great sin and crime you have com- 
mitted.’’ 

Then followed the reading of the regular 
form of the death sentence. 

Frank stood with head bowed down, and, 
motionless, listened attentively to the sentence, 
uttering not a word. With a look of dis- 
tress and regret in his face, he seated himself 
at the conclusion of the judge’s remarks. 

Before sentence was passed, Mr. Capers said 
to me that the case would not be appealed ; that 
heand Judge Twiggs would abide by the 
verdict ofthe jury. But afterwards he said, 
since Danforth’s arrival in court the negro was 
talking to him about making a motion for a 
new trial. Mr. Capers told Danforth if he 
could raise $150, which would be about the 
cost of an appeal, to send for him, but Mr. 
‘Capers says he doubtsif the negro can raise 
the necessary money after knowing he was 
convicted. 

Frank says he rested very well and slept 
through most of last night, but today he says 
he only feels tolerable since he learned his 
fate, and the day he wastodie. He says he 
has made peace with God, and believes he will 
be saved. The excitement and indignation of 
the negroes have been appeased by the result of 
the trial. Danforth believes he can realize the 
necessary money to appeal the case. 

A Strange Case Reported. 
@MAvcusta, Ga., July 15.—[Special.J—A 
highly sensational story .was all the talk 
in Woodlawn today. Itseems that a young 
man, who said he worked for the Georgia 
road, deserted his wife and children in Dublin 
and ran away last afternoon with a young girl 
whom he had already ruined. They were seen at 
the store of Mrs. Morary, opposite the exposition, 
and the man also stopped at the stand of Dun- 
bar Clark, the colored glazier, out on Drnid 
avenue. The man seemed talkative, and ad- 
mitted the state of affairs, and said that he 
was trying to get out of town. He said he 
was afraid to go to the depot, where 
his wife’s brothers were awaiting him and 
he left the girl at Mrs. Morary’s store, while he 
went away fora while and left a pistol with 
her. He returned very soon and extracted the 
balls, stating that he feared the girl might try 
to kill herself. The girl is reported as quite 
good looking, but very sad. She was crying, 
and went in the rear of the store, and the shop- 
keeper also feared she would try to kill her- 
self. She admitted her disgrace, and when 
the man returned she cried as she went away 
with him. They got on the Picayune, it is 
said, out of town at the two-mile crossing, but 
where they stopped, or went, no one knows. 
The names of the man and woman could not 
be found out. Most people think the man 
meant to kill her, if he could not get rid of her 
in any other way.

A Fighting Platform. 

The democrats of Ohio, in convention 
assembled, have accepted the challenge 
of Wall street and the republican party. 
Speaking for themselves, and for the dem- 
ocrats of the wholé country, they demand 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
There is no dodging or evasion; they 
have, made the issue unmistakable. 

In this respect their platform is an im- 
provement over that of last year. At 
that time the Ohio democrats thought it 
sufficient to declare that they were ‘‘in 
favor of the free coinage of silver at its 
present ratio with gold.’’ Yesterday they 
amended this declaration, making their 
position clear and unmistakable. They 
are for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. 

It was inevitable that this declaration 
in favor of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver should be made. On the 
silver plank of last year the party carried 
fourteen out of twenty-one congressional 
districts, and since that time the public 
sentiment of the state has been growing 
more and more in favor of the remon- 
etization of silver. So far as the demo- 
crats are concerned, an overwhelming ma- 
jority are in favor of free coinage, and 
the party would have lost much more 
than it would have gained by making 
any concessions to Wall street and repub- 
lican ideas. 

The whole platform, from beginning to 
end, is-a good one. It is what may be 
called a fighting document, and in adopt- 
ing it the democratic party of Ohio has 
placed itself in a position to force the 
issues. It bristles with unmistakable prin- 
ciples, and foreshadows a lively and an 
ageressive campaign. It commends the 
administration of Governor Campbell, 
which has been a wise and a thoroughly 
clean one; it declares in favor of a tariff 
levied for the purpose of carrying on the 
government economically; it accepts the 
issue raised by the McKinley law; it 
favors a graded income tax; it congratu- 
lates the people on the defeat of the 
force bill, and it favors closer commercial 
relations with Canada. 

There are other planks in the platform 
of more or less interest, but those we 
have outlined show that the campaign in 
Ohio is to be fought out on national 
issues, and that the result will be as im- 
portant as that of a national election. 

We do not believe there is much doubt 
about that result. On such a platform 
the democrats are bound to win. 


Editor Watterson on Hill, 

Mr. Watterson, of The Courier-Journal, is 
a man full of broad and liberal information— 
a man of genial disposition and generous im- 
pulses. We are bound to say, however, that 
his remarks on Governor David B. Hill seem 
to us to be narrow and ill-considered, and 
not at all characteristic of the editor whose 
chief business has been to harmonize and 
unify the democratic forces. Mr. Watterson 
says he has no personal dislike for Governor 
Hill, and we can well believe this; but in 
the letter he wrote to the governur, which, 
instead of going to its destination, fell into 
the hands of a newspaper correspondent, 
there was a tone of bumptiousness which, if 
not offensive, was certainly disagreeable. It 
left a bad taste in the mouth, as’ gratuitous 
performances of this sort are apt to do; but 
it does not by any means follow that Mr. 
‘Watterson is prejudiced against New York’s 
governor. 

Nevertheless, there are some _ statements 
in The Courier-Journal that run on lines too 
narrow to suit the situation. When Mr. 
Watterson declares that ‘‘there is a feeling 
among democrats, far and wide, that Mr. 
Cleveland lost New York in the last election 
on account of some deal, or dicker, with 
which they connect Governor Hill,”’ and 
when he-adds that ‘‘this amounts to a deep 
and widespread conviction,’’ we believe that 
he does injustice to democratic intelligence 
and democratic sources of information. Mr. 
Watterson, for himself, says that this does 
Governor Hill injustice, and if this fact is 
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cessions whatever to the republican party or 
the republican policy, and this is the secret 
of the venomous attacks which the repub- 
lican organs are making on him, The only 
“‘deal’’ of recent occurrence is that which 
occurred at the municipal election in New 
York city last November, when certain dem-. 
ocratic reformers, in combination with mug- 
wumps and republicans, undertook to defeat 
the democratic ticket by putting up a so- 
called democratic candidate in opposition to 
the regular nominee, It has been charged 
that Mr. Cleveland was in sympathy with 
this republican movement, being a member 
of the ‘reform league.” We have never 
taken any stock in the statement; but if it 
is true, it shows why he is unpopular among 
the democrats of New York city and state. 

We say to Mr. Watterson, as we have said 
to people nearer home, the south and the 
whole country can afford to do justice to 
Governor Hill. Tell the truth about him, 
and let him stand or fall by his record. 


The Coal Rate Reduction. 

It is with pleasure that THE ConstTITU- 
TION announces that the railroads have 
restored the coal rate to the figures that 
existed before the increase announcéd in 
March, at which such general complaint 
has been made and against which THE 
CONSTITUTION has protested to the ut- 
most of its ability. 

It is probable that if Tue ConsTITv- 
TION had said nothing about this matter 
the increase would have remained. But 
the agitation of the question through the 
columns of THE CONSTITUTION, which 
has Been ably assisted by the press of 
the state, served to bring the matter be- 
fore the public in such a light as to 
enforce the popular demand for prompt 
relief. 

The railroad commission took the mat- 
ter in hand and made a full and fair 
investigation. 

Before the commission announced its 
decision the railroad managers, after a 
conference between themselves and the 
commission, have agreed to a restoration 
of the coal rate to its old figures, and 
thus, after a storm of only a few days 
the people may congratulate themselves 
that the coal cloud has passed away in 
smoke, and that the grievance, of which 
they have justly complained, has been 
abated. 

For its prompt action in the matter 
the railroad commission deserves’ the 
thanks of the people; likewise the rail- 
roads are to be credited for their prompt- 
ness in withdrawing the objectionable 
agreement, by which the price of coal 
was necessarily raised. They might have 
pushed the matter further, and by appeal- 
ing from one tribunal to another, or by 
resorting to technicalities, might have de- 
layed the settlement of this vexatious 
question for many months. We trust 
there will be no occasion for any further 
disagreement between the commission and 
the railroads in the matter of rates. 


So far as our voice in this matter is 
concerned, we simply have this to say: 
What we have done has been prompted 
by our estimate of the duty we owed 
the people to speak out plainly on the 
question. In matters pertaining to rail- 
road legislation we have always been con- 
servative, having taken the position that 
when the railroads were threatened with 
being oppressed by dangerous legislation 
they shopld be protected, just as the 
people should be when the railroads en- 
deavor to oppress them by extortionate 
rates. 

It is as unjust for the people to rob 
a corporation as it is for a corporation 


-to rob an individual. 


We have never made it a business to 
attack the railroads for buncombe, but 
we have never been laggard in our duty 
when we believed that the railroads were 
oppressing the public. 

We were satisfied that the raise in the 
coal rate was an unjust discrimination, 
and we were prompt and emphatic in 
the expression of our views on the sub- 
ject. Happily the agitation has resulted 
in a reduction of the rate to the old 
figures. 

We have never believed that the pub- 
lic could expect protection from com- 
petitive lines which, by a pooling of 
rates, were in practically the same com- 
bination as though they were controlled 
by the same ownership. Competitive 
lines have pooled and will pool rates un- 
til the end of time, and there is no help 
for it. 

The secret of the control of this im- 
portant matter is not in preventing com- 
binations of the railroads, but in the 
strict and stringent regulation of their 
traffic rates. 

The establishment of the headquarters 
of the Terminal System in Atlanta, and 
the appointment of Mr. Pat Calhoun as 
vice president, with headquarters here, 
will go a great way towards restoring con- 
fidence in this system in the south, and 
especially here in Georgia. Our people 
began to feel that they were in the 
hands of a foreign corporation. This 
movement reassures them, and if, as the 
railroads say, this is but one of many 
movements to follow, of similar benefit 
to our people, they may rest assured that 
they will receive the cordial co-operation 
of the people of the state in their work 
of development. \ When they establish the 

rve the confidence of 


our people, they) will get it. 


Nor do we believe that it is the pur- 
pose of the Terminal people to do any- 
ting that would put their great property 
in disfavor or disrepute in the state. 
Good and brainy men are in charge of 
it—men whose first interests are here in 
Georgia, and men whose welfare and 
prosperity will be measured by the de- 
velopment of their interests in this state. 
We are sure they take a right view of 
this matter, and we feel satisfied that in 
reducing the coal rate they commit them- 
selves to a policy which puts the people 
of Georgia on notice that there shall be 
no further discrimination against them. 

Other discriminations are complained 
of, which should receive the attention of 
the railroad authorities. Merchants in 
Atlanta complain that they are discrimi- 
nated against to the favor of other cities 
around us. All these matters will no 
doubt receive the prompt attention of the 
railroads, and we trust that it will not 
be long before they solve, satisfactorily 
to the people, the important problem un- 
der discussion. 

As to the coal rafe, it must be under- 
stood that the miners and the dealers 
have also made an advance, and now 
that the railroads are to reduce their 
figures, the others should likewise meet 
the reduction. Let the cost of this im- 
portant product be put back to its old 
price, which was high enough. It is but 
right that the miners and the dealers do 
their part, as the railroads have done. 

The simple fact that the railroads were 
willing to restore this rate is an admis- 
sion that they are subject to the will of 
the people. ‘ 

If we control the railroads, there can 
be no danger in consolidation. If we 
do not control them, there is no safety 
in competition.

The general council at its meeting yester- 
day closed a contract for the new water- 
works.

closed. The council evidently took the 
same view, and went ahead in a very 
business-like way. 

It is in order to congratulate everybody 
concerned, Our city fathers have not dis- 
appointed public expectation, and their 
course has been judicious and for the best 
interests of all from first to last. The new 
waterworks will be constructed as expedi- 
tiously as possible, and with our increased 
supply of water the city’s health, business, 
and security against fire, will be so ade- 
quately provided for that Atlanta can have 
no complaint to make in future, so far as 
these important interests are concerned. 

We feel that this action of the council 
makes a bright chapter in the history of a 
progressive municipal administration, It 
has supplied the one thing needed to com- 
plete Atlanta’s equipment, and the future 
will prove it to be a powerful factor in our 
growth, development , and prosperity.

Our Railroads and the World’s Fair. 

The new state of Washington will make a 
big exhibit at the world’s fair, and it counts 
the generous aid of the railroads as being 
equivalent to an additional appropriation of 
$20, 000. 

President Oakes, of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, has offered to carry the state’s ex- 
hibit to Chicago free of charge. When 
asked how large a piece of timber his road 
would undertake to carry, he replied that it 
would take the biggest in Washington if it 
required ten cars to freight it. He then 
promised to transport free over his road: all 
the exhibits from the counties to the collect- 
ing centers, and then collect the whole ex- 
hibit and take it free of cost to Chicago. 

This is magnificent. Moreover, it.is busi- 
ness. Such a policy will develop Washing- 
ton, and then the Northern Pacific will get 
its reward in the shape of an increased 
patronage. , 

We commend the example of the North- 
ern Pacific to our southern roads, They 
could not do a better thing for themselves, 
as well as for the south, than to transport 
our exhibits free to the world’s fair. They 
will find that our development and increase 
in population will pour money into their 
coffers. This isa self-evident proposition. 
It follows, then, that when they contribute 
to our growth and progress they will simply 
be increasing the number of their patrons, 
enlarging their business, and swelling the 
volume of products that will have to be 
shipped to and from this section. 

This is the idea of the Northern Pacific 


in its dealings with Washington, and it is a 


very sound and enterprising idea. It is to 
be hoped that this enlightened and far-see- 
ing railroad policy will not be confined to 
the northwestern corner of the union. It is 
needed down here in the southeastern corner, 
and it is unnecessary to say that the prob- 
able outcome of such a public-spirited, wide- 
awake policy in this region bids fair to be 
fully as satisfactory as in the new state of 
Washington.

It is generally considered that the moving of 
the headquarters to Atlanta makes the system 
more of a state institution, identified more closely 
with the interests of Georgia and the southeast, 
and is inclined to inspire confidence upon the 
part of the people in the state in the intention of 
the big railroad system to conduct it with an eye 
to local interests.

Removal of Danville Railroad Offices. 
From The Richmond Times. 

Our special dispatch from Atlanta informs us 
that the general offices of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Company are to be centered in At- 
lanta. This willinvolve the removal not merely 
ofthe general manager, William H. Green, and 
his corps of officials from Washington, but also 
the removal from Richmondof Mr. Sol Haas, 
traffic manager, in whose location we feel a special 
interest. 

When the Danville offices were removed from 
Richmond to Washington some years ago, the 
feeling of chagrin on the part of our citizens 
amounted almost to bitterness, and if legislation 
could have been had to prevent it, there would 
not have been wanting a vehement call for such 
enactment; but the move was made by the 
managers of the Danville railroad on the 
ground of convenience, which reason, how- 
ever good to the ordinary mind, did not 
seem to find its fulfillmentin the selection of 
Washington. Since that time the Danville 
railroad has leased the Georgia Pacific, extend- 
ing over five hundred miles of line west of At- 
lanta, and the Georgia Pacific in turn has 
leased the Central railway of Georgia, covering 
2,000 miles south, east and west of Atlanta; so 
that the center of gravity of the Danville system 
has been materially changed, and seems new to 
tend to Atlanta as a point from which the extended 
ramifications of this great railway combina- 
tion can best be directed and controlled. 

There is hardly an important and growing city 
upon the whole line that will not feel some sense 
of disappointment if not jealousy in the selection 
of any other place than itself as a headquarters 
for the railroad. With this sentiment Richmond 
has best cause to sympathize,as from her the 
parent stock of this great railroad aggregation 
was developed, As a matter of fact, however, this 
change will affect her interests very slightly, 
if at all, and beyond doubt the most ample 
provision will be made itor the convenience and 
accommodation of her merchants in their dealing 
with the railroad. The most regretable feature 
is the loss of Mr. Haas, whose ability has exbib- 
ited itself ina bread apprehension of the compli- 
cations of traffic m t and a proper sense 
of justice between the and the shipper. 
It is immaterial to Richmowd from what quarter 
the tariff of rates may eminate, provided her geo- 
graphical advantages are re¢ and ade- 
quate facilities for the condyct of her trade are

Governor Northen has offered a reward of 
$75 for the safe delivery to the sheriff of Wal- 
ton county of Evan Harvey, charged with the 
murder in February, 1884, of Dock Harvey. 

Governor Northen has pardoned Green 
Chaffin, convicted in Jasper county in 1888, of 
burglary with intent tocommit murder, and 
sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment. Newly 
discovered evidence tended to establish an 


alibi beyond a reasonable doubt, and the peti- — 


tion for pardon was endorsed by the judge and 
solicitor general. 

Governor Nurthen has pardoned Emanuel 
Collins, Jr., convicted of burglary at the April 
term, 1885, of Houston superior court, and 
sentenced to twenty years’ imprisonment. He 
is of weak mind, and has been once adjudged 
a iunatic and confined in the insane asylum. 
The pardon was recommended by the solicitor 
general, lawyers, county officers and many 
citizens.

HOW IT WAS ALL BROUGHT ABOUT 


The Story of What Has Been Done Graphic- 
ally Told—The Commission Yesterday 
and Mr. Calhoun’s Speech, 


The Coal Rates 
Have Been 
Restored! 

The railroads announced their agreement 
in the matter of coal rates yesterday morn- 
ing. 

And the end for which Tue Constirv- 
TION has so vigorously contended has been 
attained. 

Before the representatives of the roads 
left New York, this step was determined 
upon. The railroad officials, while main- 
taining that the rates were not unjust 
when compared’ with rates charged by other 
systems, determined, after learning the 
exact status of affairs, that it 
would be best to make the change asked 
for. It was part of their plan, however, 
to make a full statement of their posi- 
tion to the railroad commission, and it was 
left for Mr. Pat Calhoun, in his speech yes- 
terday, to make the first announcement of 
the decision. 

The story of how it was all brought 
about is an interesting one. It is told be- 
low by Captain E. P. Howell, who has for 
the past month devoted almost his entire 
time to the bringing about of a result so 
greatly desired by all the people of Georgia 

How It Came About. 

When Mr. John Inman, president of the 
Terminal company, read Tue ConstiTv- 
TION’s earnest and repeated demand that 
coal rates be reduced, he telegraphed Cap- 
tain E. P. Howell requesting him to come 
to New York and explain the situation. 

“I went,’”’ said Captain Howell, in re- 
sponse to a CONSTITUTION reporter, “and 
he asked me to tell him exactly the situ- 
ation in Georgia. I told him frankly and 
fully how the people of the state felt and 
what they demanded. I told him that the 
people felt that the corporation of which he 
is president had passed into the control of 
people not interested in the south and that 
the Terminal company and its branches were 
being operated in a manner not in keep- 
ing with the promises that the representa- 
tives of their interests had made. I told 
him frankly that I thought a better state 
of feeling toward the roads would be brought 
about by the transfer of the general head- 


+. .-Quarters to Georgia—not necessarily to Atlan- 


ta, but to some point in the south; that there 
should be some body in this section to 
whom complaints could be made when any 
existed, and thatthe coal rate should be re- 
stored. 

“Mr. Inman told me that the head- 
quarters would of necessity have to be 
moved to Georgia at some time in the 
near future. He said that he has all 
the time favored Atlanta, but there were, 
naturally, jealousies that had to be over- 
come. He had sent the officers of the road 
on a tour of inspection, and their decision 
that Atlanta was the proper place for head- 
quarters endorsing his own, settled the 
matter. I urged upon Mr. Inman the 
necessity of making the change at once— 
not delaying several months, as he had in- 
tended. The Terminal board was called 
together, the matter of the transfer was 
® settled at once, and Mr. Calhoun was made 
first vice president in control of the opera- 
tion of the road.”’ 

“And about the coal rates?’’ 

“Mr. Inman thought the rates were not 
too high, and cited the rates charged in 
other parts of the country in support of 
his views. I called to his attention’ the 
promises the representatives of the Termi- 
nal company had made to the legislature, 
and through that body to the people of 
Georgia, and after further studying the sit- 
uation, it was determined that the rates 
should be reduced. Mr. Inman felt that, 
while from his standpoint the rates were 
not excessive, still he had rather have the 
change made than compromise his friends 
and the friends of the company. They made 
up their minds to make the _ reduction 
before I left New York. But they wanted 
to go before the commission and defend 
their position, and correct some charges 


that had been made. 
“When I returned I saw Commissioner 


Trammell, chairman of the commission, 
and told him I thought the railroads were 
ready to do what was right; that they 
wanted to fully explain their position to 
the commission, After the hearing Moz- 
day the commission summoned the traffic 
managers of the different roads in interest, 
and heard their agreement to make 
the reduction. That is the whole story.’

The Session in Detail, 

The commission met promptly at 9 o'clock. 

Chairman Trammell, after ling the board 
to order, said that he wanted to make an ex- 

lanation. It had been stated in a newspaper 

uesday that he had said that he had spoken 
to Mr. Calhoun, attorney for the Terminal 
company, in an abrupt manner. 

“IT di not say that,” said Chairman Tram- 
mell. ‘I said that sonie one had suggested to 
mé that my manner might have seemed to be 
abrupt tohim and I regretted it. I did not 
think, however, that I had been abrupt.” 

MR. CALHOUN’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun then proceeded to make 
his argument, He commented on the evidence 
a had been presented before the commis- 

n. 

Mr. Calhoun said: 

I will take but a very few moments of your time 
this morning. I wili only comment generally upon 
the evidence that we put before you Monday after- 
noon. I will not go into the comparison of rates 


specifically,nor the comparison between these rate } 


and the cost of handling this business, for that 
has already been’ submitted to youjby our traflic 
manager. From the evidence that was produced 
to you, it was made apparent that the cost of 
carrying each ton of freight per mile upon these 
roads was greater than the rate per ton per mile 
charged on coal, greater than it would be if we had 
charged far more than $1.25. The further evidence 
was produced that these coal roads were posi- 
tively unremunerative, thatthe Georgia Pacific 
road had steadily run behind, and that the Savan- 
nah and Western road had also run behind, that 
neither of them were paying on anything like the 
actual cost of their construction. 

Mr. Trammell—Are the improvements charged 
against their earnings? 

Mr. Calhoun—They are placed in the Georgia 
Pacific statement in a separate account, and since 
the interstate commission reports, in the Georgia 
Central in a separate account. Heretofore in the 
Central road the improvements have been 
charged merely to extraordinary expenses and 
appeared in the expenses of the operation of the 
road, but that covered only the actual improve- 
ments to the property; but neither the Georgia 
Pacific nor the Savannah and Western railroads, 
leaving out that character of charges, has paid 
anything like 5 per cent on one-half of the cost 
of the actual property. The policy of 
those roads has been to develop, as far 
as the possibly could, the coal 
mines and the iron mines adjacent to their lines, 
and it is properfor me to state that as distin- 

uished an expert as Abraham 8S. Hewitt, who has 
een familiar for a great number of years with 
the coaland iron husiness in the east, upon his 
return east after going over our lines, said that he 
knew of no roads anywhere that were as liberal in 
their policy towards the development of the coal 
and iron industries, or that gave the same local 
rates as these southern roads. The lowness of the 
rates that have been given by these roads to the 
mines along their lines is simply phenomenal. 
Their object has been to develop the manufac- 
turing industries in this country, because in that 
development they saw their truest prosperity. 
There are no people in this country 
who more thoroughly realize, and 
who are more thoroughly anxious 
to see that this country should prosper, and to see 
that its manufacturing industries shou'd be pro- 
moted and built up, than the controllers of ote 
roads. We showed you a comparison of the rates 
charged by the other roads in this country; we 
showed you the differencein the rates charged by 
the Georgia Pacific, from its coal mines to At- 
lanta, and the rate charged by the Pennsylvania 
railroad. The higher charge inthe rates on the 
175-mile haul on the Pennsylvania system, if that 
is the average difference of their coal rates 
throughout, gives an income to the Pennsylvania 
road of at least four millions of dollars wore than 
double the gross earnings, from every commodity, 
of the Georgia Pacific road. We showed you that 
the Norfolk and Western road,a road that has 
been distinguished for its enormous development 
of the coal and iron industries along its line, 
charges more to similar points on their road. We 
put witnesses on the stand and proved that there 
were no roads on. this continent that gave better 
rates, or as good rates, to points similarly situ- 
ated, as that given by our roads. A comparison 
of the local rates made by this commission, with 
local rates charged elsewhere, will show 
that they are absolutely just and 
reasonable to jee They bear the strongest 
comparison with the rates charged by the 
other roads in all this country. It has been sug- 

ested that the local rates on coal were too high, 

ut this comparison has demonstrated that even 
on the local rates, where we have but a very small 
amount for distribution, that they are lower than 
the rates charged by the great lines of this coun- 
try which handle millions of tons. When you 
add to all that, the fact that our gross earnings 
are not as greatas their net earnings, it strikes 
me that these rates which our roads have charged 
on coal isa monument to their wisdom and de- 
sire to buildup and promote the industries of 
this country. I speak forall the roads, not only 
for those in our system, but for all, the coal 
roads centering in this state, and 
I have been assured by my friend, 
Mr. Brown, that the roads in his systc:m unite in 
endorsing the a which lam making to 
the commission this morning; and that it is his 
disposition as well as ours to do all that we can to 

romote the welfare and poten ge be of the state. 

e appreciate thoroughly and fully that this is 
our duty, a8 well as our interest, and our desire is 
to meet this commission in everything that is fair 
and reasonable, and to doall that they, or any 
other fair-minded men could ask us to do; and in 
the spirit which we believe animates ge gentle- 
men, we desire to say to you thatall the roads 
that are here, after conference, have determined 
to restore this rate to what it was, by the sum of 
the two locals—$1.15. We _ have telegraphed to 
the other parties who signed that $1.25 agreement 
to obtain their consent to this reduction. We 
have not heard from all of them, but I am assured 
by Mr. Brown that I am at liberty to say that the 
Lousville and Nashville, which is the only one, I 
think, we have not heard from, would, he was 
satisfied, unite with us, and that we could go 
right on and make this statement. In not hearing 
from them we are satisfied that it is no indisposi- 
tion on their part, but for the lack of time—noth- 
ing more. e sincerely hope that this commis- 
sion—and since this matter has been so much dis- 
cussed—that the people of Georgia will under- 
stand that this action is made in the spirit that 
we believe should actuate us all—to harmonize all 
interests, to get them united, in order that they 
may all pull together for the welfare and pros- 
perity and greatnes Georgia and the southern 
we dant.

MR. INMAN’S VIEWS. 


He Talks Interestingly About the Money 
Market. 


*‘Money is getting easier in New York,”’ 
said Mr. John Inman yesterday. He had 
been asked by a CONSTITUTION reporter the 
question: ‘‘Whatis the state of the money 
market ?”’ 

‘*‘The panic of 1884,’’ continued the president 
of the Terminal company, “lasted about thir- 
teen months. The panic of the present year 
was not from the same cause, but its results 
were about the same. I think it will be en- 
tirely over by the first of next year. 
The shipment of gold to Euro 
will cease and the tide will 
turn the other way very soon. An enor- 
mous wheat crop has been made, and there is 
avery poor one in Europe. A large quantity 
of this American wheat is, therefore, bound to 
goto Europe. That, with our large cotton 
crop, will turn the tide of gold this way. The 
carriage of gold and silver for the year add 
about eighty million to thecirculation; which, 
together with an easy money market, will 
make times, I think, very much 
better by January Ist.” 

Mr. Inman thinks all indications point to a 
heavy cotton crop, and the result of two large 
crops will certainly make cotton very low. 


There was a frightful accident in the 
basement of the Hirsch building, on White- 
hall street, just after 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

By which Stonewall Jackson Paul, a six- 
teen-year-old boy, has probably lost his 
life. 

He was not dead at last Yeports, but his life 
was despaired of by his parents and phy- 
sicians. 

The boy has been running the elevator in 
the Hirsch building, and his father, Mr. R. K. 
Paul has charge of the engine and pump that 
furnishes the hydraulic pressure. 

Yesterday the m got out of order, 
and the boy left the elevator to help his father 
fixit. The floor was wet, the boy’s footslipped 
and he fell upon the cogwheels working the 
pump. 

The wheels were moving, and the father 
saw his son being rapidly drawn between 
them. In a second he grasped the boy, 
and with a frenzied jerk, separated him 
son from the machinery, leaving between the 
wheels pieces of torn and bleeding flesh torn 
from the breast and side. 

The wheels with a tear and crunch had 
dragged half the shirt and pieces of flesh from 
the body and crushed every rib of the left 
side. 

With the fainting boy in his arms the father 
started for help which soon arrived. The boy 
was stretched out upon the floor of the engine 
room and physicians were sent for, It wasa 
pitiful and frightful sight—the young 
boy lying on his back, perfectly 
conscious, but not allowing even & moan to 
pass his lips; his breast bare and blood run- 
ning from holes where fiesh had been torn 
from it, Justat and below the left nipple 
was an opening large enough for a man to 
thrust his hand’ in; lying loosely over which 
was a large piece of skin torn from one side, 
but attached to the other, 

Through this opening the heart’s action 
could be plainly seen, as that organ contracted 
and relaxed. 

Here, too, was a break in the left lung, and 
through the hole the boy heavily breathed. 
With every labored breath the loose skin 
would flutter asthe air rushed in, and as it 
rushed out with a loud, gasping sound, drops 
of blood would be blown out and scattered. 

The poor father was wild with grief. With- 
out the heart to look at the bleeding form of 
the boy, he threw himself upon the ground 
outside, and there moaned and talked to him- 
self. 

Drs. Bak and Divine arrived soon after the 
accident, and the injured boy Was moved up- 
stairs into the office of Hirsch Brothers’ store. 
Here the physicians worked rapidly and skill- 
fully, and bound the wounds in a neat manner. 

The boy was pure grit, and not so much as a 
sigh came from him. He could hardly 
whisper, but, as well as he could and with a 
faint smile on his face, he told father not 
to worry, that he was getting better. 

Those who saw the boy are unanimous in 
stating that no hero ever bore pain with more 
fortitude. 

The father was once a member of the police 
force, and is known as a brave man, but the 
accident completely unnerved him. 

At 6 o’clock the boy was taken out to the 
home of his parents, at 5 Chattahoochee street, 
where another most pitiable scene was en- 
acted when the mother first saw him. 

The physicians state that it is hardly possi- 
ble the boy will recover.

THE BURKE LIGHT INFANTRY’S 
EXCURSION 
May Get Them in Trouble—The Governor 


Knew Nothing of It—The Boys Pup- 
ular in South Carolina. 


The Burke Light Infantry have raised a 
yensation in military circles. 

Governor Northen is not at all pleased with 
the situation, but does not seem inclined to 
discuss the matter. 

Secretary Warren, of the executive depart- 

“ment, however, talks freely about it. He is 
well posted on military laws and yesterday 
said: 

“When a military company proposes to 
leave the state of Georgia the customary pro- 
ceeding is for that company to first obtain the 
consent of the governor of that other state to 
enter its borders with uniforms and arms. 
That consent having been gained, the gover- 
nor of this state, upon evidence of the action 
of the executive of the other state, issued his or- 
der permitting the company to depart from this 
State. Then having both authority to leave 
its own state and enter another, the company 
proceeded on its way, all courtesies and _ re- 
quirements between the two states being 
Strictly observed. I do not now recall an in- 
stance when there has been a departure from 
this well-recognized formula. 

“I do not know anything about the encamp- 
ment of the Burke Light Infantry in South 
Carolina, except what I have seen in the daily 
papers, butif they have really crossed the 
Savannah river with arms and in uniform, 
they have certainly made a wide departure 
from all established precedents. What might 
happon if the strict observances of military 
law were required in their case it 
is not worth while to discuss, I suppose, as it 
is not at all likely that notice will be taken of 
itif the attention of the department is not 
Bpecially called to it. There has certainly 
been, if the reports be true, avery considera- 
ble breach of interstate courtesy, if not mili- 
tary discipline.”’ 

From the Company's Home. 

The friends of the company in Waynesboro 
are strong in their attachment to the Burke 
Light Infantry, and will stand by the boys.

In reply and further explanation of what has 
been done by the Burke Light Infantry in leaving 
the state with their uniforms and arms, your cor- 
respondent desires to say: 

It is true, atthe outset, that our company left 
home without any special permission from Gov- 
ernor W. J. Northen, but have in their possession 
a telegram from Governor Benjamin Tillman 
cheerfully giving them permission to come 
into South Carolina with uniform, arms 
and accoutrements, and his mes- 
sage speaks in plain and welcome 
terms. Judge Herman H. Perry, judge of our 
county court, is captain of the Burke Light In- 
fantry,and a more courteous and law-abiding 
gentieman cannot be found in the limits of our 
State. He was detained here today by his official 
business, but intends to join and will join his 
company tonight. He left this evening for Au- 
gusta to see the colone! of his regiment, he hav- 
ing failed to receive a reply from our governor to 
a message to him. 

Our first lieutenant, Dr. H. B. McMaster, is here, 
detained at home by several important cases which 
it was impossible for him to leave to join the boys 
in their encampment. He assures your corre- 
spondent that no intentional violation of the law 
was intended or ever thought of by any officer or 
member of the Burke Light Infantry. If they 
had desired to give vent to their 
wounded feelings such men as Dr. McMaster 
would have pursued and acted upon some other 
mode and manner more in keeping with the 

ptin of an exceptionally high-toned and 
cultivated gentleman. 

The Burke Light infantry thought, so many of 
their members here now say, Lieutenant Mc- 

-Master among them, that as the company’s past 
lhas been 80 completely ignored that it they were 
to camp outafewdays over in South Carolina 
with Governor Ben Tillman’s permission, they 
would not be missed oreven thought of during 
the time they were away, and that their existence 
would continue to be not noticed by the great 
Btate department or military department, either. 

The truth about the entire matter is that no 
real intention to act in any manner unbecoming a 
soldier or an officer ever entered the breasts of 
privates or officers. 

The company is composed of educated, high- 

. They struggled into existence and 
have lived on unt now through many 
perils and discomfitures, and they feel, 
to a man, that as a company they 
have not been treated right at all. They were 
at the outset given‘old 8, some without locks 
and other parts that had to be replaced, and all of 
which cost them a dollar each to have cleaned.

He Refuses to Sign It, However—A Writ of 
Mandamus the Only Preventative from 
the Doomed Man’s Exccution. 


The attorneys representing Ozburn have 
been exceedingly quiet to all appearances. 

But they have been active, nevertheless. 

It is a case of “layin’ low en sayin’ nuffin’.” 

Monday a bill of exceptions was filed by his 
lawyers—Colonel Broyles, Moyers & Skeen, 
Hulsey & Bateman, and C. D. Phillips. 

It was presented to Judge Gober. 

That gentleman gave it his careful considera- 
tion. 

And then refused to sign it. 

The only means now left of saving the con- 
demned man from the gallows is by securing a 
writ of mandamus from the supreme court. 

As yet this has not been applied for, but in 
all probability will be, and perhaps before the 
week is ended. 

Should the counsel fail in this, their last 
hope is gone, and they will be powerless to 
help their client. 

The outcome will be awaited with interest. 

The attorneys themselves, when asked about 
the matter, denied that any step at all bad 
been taken. 

“We have discussed plans among our- 
selves,’”’ said Ozburn’s leading counsel yester- 
day, “but have decided upon none.” 

Another stated the same in substance, and 
even added that he considered the chances of 
saving his client from the doom awaiting him 
very small. 

How He Passed the Day. 

Ozburn rested very quietly yesterday, com- 
plaining none, eating regularly and heartily,and 
being disturbed with no callers. Not even his 
wife came to see him. 

His breakfast was brought at 8 o’clock, con- 
sisting of steak, rice, biscuit and coffee. His 
dinner was asked for at 1 o'clock, and similar 
dishes were placed before the doomed 
Supper was brought at the customary 
hour. Allofthe meals he dispatched with 
relish. 

Throughout the day Ozburn lay dreamily 
staring or smoking cigarettes. He used a 
number of these. Perhaps three puffs will be 
taken and then the cigarette is thrown aside. 

Yesterday morning he was approached by 
Mr. Wheeler, one of the revenue men, who 
attends faithfully tohim. After sitting in the 
cell for awhile, he turned to Bradley’s slayer 
and asked: 

“Do youever think of your future, Charlie ?”’ 

“Oh, go and get me a cigarette,” said he, as 
though annoyed by the question. 

“Allright. But before I go tell me whether 
you believe in a heaven and a hell.”’ 

“‘Oh, I don’t know,”’ was drawled out, im- 
patiently. 

“Do you wish a minister?” 

‘‘No. Don’t want to see any one. 
be left alone.’”’ 

Generally speaking, Ozburn is looking bet- 
ter than he has been for some time. e is 
still, however, very weak and emaciated.

I am aware that rail- 
road charters are now granted by the secretary of 
state, but there is some question of the consti- 
tutionality of the practice, and I think it better to 
amend the constitution and remove all doubts of 
that sort.”

“The law now provides that tax collectors shall 
close their books and make their settlements by 
December 20th,” said Senator Gill, “and my bill 
js intended to give these officers a month after 
they close their books to make their settlements. 
The supreme court has decided that the law oblig- 
ing railroads to pay their taxes quarterly is un- 

~gonstitutional, and that they had like all other 

_ taxpayers until December 20th to settle with the 

* state. This being so, I think a change in the law 

by which they will have te pay a month sooner 
will be beneficial. My people are all in favor of 
the change.” 


“The bill pending that the tax collector’s books 
shall close on November 20th, one month sooner 
than the law allows, has several advantages,” 
said Senator Lanier. ‘‘We have in our section 
many persons—itinerants, floaters—in the timber 
and turpentine business, who are through their 
work before December 20th, and who get out of 
reach of the tax collector before the last day of 
payment is reached. Put that day one month 
earlier, andI feel sure many persons will have to 
pay taxes who have heretofore found themselves 
able without difficulty to get away without paying 
anything.” :; 

“Here isa congressional district I have seen 
figured on,” said Senator Terrell, “Kichmond, 
Burke, Screven, Bulloch, Chatham and Bryan. It 
contains something over 170,000 people, which is 
nottoomany. It is said that neither Chatham, 
Richmond nor Burke would object to it. Of 
course if these counties manifest opposition such 
a district is not likely to be formed, but people 
will continue to speculate and figure. Asfor us

ITS CONDITION. 


The Faculty, with One Exception, Will Go 
Back to Work—Professor Sandford De- 
clines to Withdraw His Resignation. 


The differences. between the faculty and the 
president of Mercer university appear to have 
been removed, and all but one of the resigna- 
tions have been withdrawn. Professor Sand- 
ford declined to withdraw his resignation and 
it was accepted. 

This harmony is the result of a special 
meeting of the board of trustees at Macon this 
week, They spent some timein preparing a 
code of regulations for the university, and 
finally settled matters as above indicated. 
They then agreed to prepare a statement to be 
given to the public, and this was prftin the 
hands of Dr. R. B. Headden, one of the 
board. On the cars between Macon and At- 
lanta, Dr. Headden lost the paper. When 
accosted by a representative of THr ConsTI- 
TUTION he appeared to be much put out by 
the loss of the paper. On request he furnished 
the following statement of the condition of 
things at Mercer, and this is authoritative: 

“The status of the university, according to 
the best judgment of the oldest trustees, was 
never more satisfactory. The late difference 
between the president and faculty was due 
largely to a misapprehension of facts and the 
want of a well-digested code of laws defining 
the several duties of president and faculty. 
The trustees have remedied that defect. Many 
rumors in regard to the funds of the university 
are eutirely groundless, Not one dollar of the 
funds has been lost. It is true there has been 
one change of investment, and some 
securities were sold in order to com- 
plete the new building, which were 
to be replaced by the sale of real estate be- 
longing to the university—all of which was 
done by the order of the board of trustees and 
for which they alone are responsible. The 
trustees are of the opinion that the investment 
of fundsin a new building was wise and 
judicious, 

“The faculty remains as before with the ex- 
ception of Professor 8S. P. Sandford who sent 
in his resignation to the board with the words, 
‘it is irreversible,’ His §recent severe afflic- 
tion in the loss of his belovéd wife added, to 
his advanced age, no doubt led to this step. 
For fifty-three years Professor Sandford has 
done valuable service to Mercer and has also 
rendered eminent service to the cause of edu- 
cation at large. The board parts from 
Professor Sandford with profound regret. 
R. L. Ryals,adjunct professor of mathematics, 
has beet. elected to succeed Professor Sand- 
ford. Profersor T. W. O., Kelly, who resigned 
in order to devote himself exclusively to the 
work of the ministry has, at the earnest solici- 
tation of the board, withdrawn his resignation. 
The faculty is composed of some of the noblest 
educators to be found in any institution. 
Several of these have grown gray in the service 
of Mercer and toa large degree their work for 
the institution has been a labor of love. One 
of the older professors said a few days ago that 
‘last year he did the best work of his life.’ 

“The energy of youth and the wisdom of age 
are happily blended in the constitution of the 
present faculty. 

“The board recognizes with profound grati- 
tude the eminent services of the older profes- 
sors of Mercer university. 

“The board endorsed in highly complimen- 
tary terms the administration of President 
Nunnally, recognizing the great value of his 
services to the institution. Mainly through 
his efforts $30,000 in cash and notes has been 
added to the assets of the university. 

**With the help of the board President Nun- 
nally will make a strenuous effort to raise by 
January next the $40,000 necessary to secure 

the giftof $10,000 from John D. Rockefeller. 

‘‘The board congratulates the denomination 
that what once seemed to threaten serious 
hindrance to the prosperity of Mercer university 
has been happily adjusted, and that all con- 
cerned have pledged themselves to future har- 
mony and faithful co-operation in the affairs of 
the university.” ‘
